Campbell charged that Burns 
had been spirited away by agents of 
the defense. 

Howard uow holds an affidavit from 
Burns in which he says that he left 
Frankfort because Campbell and Ar- 
thur tioebel tried to get him to give 
evidence against Howard which he 
could not give. If Hums tells the truth 
the same means were employed unsuc- 
cessfully in his case that were em- 
ployed against Finley Anderson, who 
has since recanted, and against James 
Smith of Knox county and Tallow Dick 
Combs of Winchester.

Two Colored Men Put to Death 
by Infuriated Citizens at 
Rockport, Ind. 



HAD USUALLY NUBDERED A BACBER. 



The Mob Took the CulpritH From the 
Jail and Handed Theih to a 
Nearby Tree.

Rockport, Ind., Dec. 17— Two Ne- 
groeg, .lini Henderson and Hud 
Kowlunds, who waylaid, brutally mur- 
dered and robbed ilollie Simons, a 
white barber, early Sunday morning, 
were lynched in tflie jail yard by a 
mob of 1,000 frenzied citizens Sunday 
night. The Negroes were arrested 
oarly In the morning, ond, al Chough 
Rowlands' clothing had blood stains 
on it, the men claimed they were in- 
nocent of the crime. In the mean- 
time Sheriff Clemens, of Union coun- 
ty, Kentucky, arrived with a trained 
bloodhound in response to a tele- 
graphic summons. 

When the dog waa placed on the 
trail he followed it until he reached 
the houRe where Rowland lived, six 
blocks from the scene of the murder, 
and went buying to the bed the Ne- 
tfro had occupied. This was enough 
for the excited citizens. Within a few 
minutes a mob of a thousand howl- 
ing, bloodthirsty citizens, with sledge 
hammers, ropes and guns, were run- 
ning to the jail. 

Jail Ofllcsra Disarmed. 

Sheriff Anderson and his two dep- 
uties made a stand and attempted to 
pn«teut the prisoners. The otlicers 
were seized by the leaders of the 
mob, who disarmed them. The sher- 
iff was then locked in a room and 
placed under guard, but he stoutly re- 
fused to give uj> the keys or to tell 
whers the primmer* were hidden. 

Failing to get the keys, the mob 
made a determined but unsuccessful 
attempt to break iu the Jadl door. By 
this time the mob of lynchers were in 
a jwrfeot frenay, and. securing a tele- 
graph pole, they used It iw a batter- 
ing ram and oaTed in the side wall of 
the jail. The door of Rowlands cell 
win then quickly broken In with 
sledge hummers and he was dragged 
from the jail to the east side of the 
court yard, where a noose wus placed 
about his neck.

As was oustomary wdth him. he ear- 
ned the receipts of the day at his 
place of business.
